IN NEW YOKE AND LANCANTER.
The *ales Made Last Week—The NSumatra
Scare bubsided—The Geweral ive-
pecta of the Trade.

U. 8, Tobacco Journal.

If it badn’t been for the sudden sales of
3,500 cases of '82 Wisconsin Havana seed
at the close of the week our exhibit of
transactions would be exceedingly small
The ** lcokont '’ now in force in the large
cigar factories has of course, its influence
on the market, and while il lasts the par-
tivipants will keep away from the market.
The jobbing trade, however, is reporting
a very ratisfactory trade, the smaller man
ufacturers throughout the eountry buying
more freely than for a long time past.
Their great avidity for Bumatra sesms to
have subsided in no small degree, and *82
seed leal appears to have inspired them
once more with confidence in seed leaf,
The exorbitant fizares asked by mavy im
porters, coupled with the offers of
much uvsweated and ragged Samatra,
tends to help the sale of seed leaf, aud the
foreign gentry now sunning themselves in
our market with a heavy stock of SBumatra
are begiunivg to feel that their figuring
was indulged in without gousulting the
host. These people are in some respects
to be pitied. Tbhey came to this couoiry,
inveigled, rather,by promises of unscrupu-
lous brokers, loaded with a stock for
which there exists but an outlet at very
low figures. These brokers made them
believe that they could dispose of any
kind of Bumatra in our market at most
profitable prices, making & great profit
besides on the extra duty imposed on Jaly
1. Tohey knew that by *‘ wearing '’ them
out nnder various pleas, and under the
pressure of the real condition of affairs,
they would at last consent %o sell out st
the best price they could get, and couse-
yuently a brokerage would flow iuto their
pockets at any rate. Ever since manulac
turers began to take hold of the "82 crop
with the agreeable alertvess of the past
four weeks Suma'ra has me weak,and
prices are easily adjusted.} It must not
Le taken for granted, thowgh, that Sum
atra has lost its foothold id our market.
It will always be used whea its prices and
looks can compete with ouf seed leaf. It
does not, on the whole, da it now, and
especially in price it falls behind. The
stocks on hand here and in: Europe, com-
bined with further ship: s to Holland
from the East Indies, permit the predic-
tion of lower prices in the fall.

The large sales of '82 Wisconsin this
week are surprisingly fortmoate for the
sellers. This tobacco was bought very
cheap in the country. It leoked unprom
ising, wild aud ragged whed in the barns,
and now, chameleon like, i§ has changed
aud is greedily bought up py svme of the
best manufacturers. Of gburse the for-
tunate first investors now parade their
sagacity and look down those who
turoed their backs upon lrs:baooo when
in a green state as beimg exceedingly
“green.,”” Buying of tobagso in an uuripe
coudition is a lottery. .These who bought
'$2 Convecticut are experiencing this with
woe-begone look,
In uld tobaceo little or pothiug is being
done, One of the aforesaid ragacious
dealers informed us that alk'82 Peonsylva
nia will bring a good price,. Hesays there
are no live tillers in the market, and people
will even be glad to buy this tobacco for
fillers at 15 to 25 cents, It was over-
whelmingly hot just at the time he volun-
teered the statement.
